| grew up with heroes like Flash Gordon, Dick 
Tracy, Mandrake, Buck Rogers, Karloff, Lugosi 
and Chaney Jr. Luckily | was blessed with almost 
total recall, and tho | was very young at the 
time | can still call to mind the happenings of 
that flickering land of shadows that filled our 
Saturdays with thrills. This is where you fill 
such a big gap in my life. Now that | have the 
wherewithal to enjoy and indulge my hobby, 
the substance seems to have vanished from 
the industry except for a few brave souls such 
as Hammer who have real top attractions in 
Peter Cushing, Christopher Lee, Phil Leakey (the 
ace make-up man), Jimmy Sangster, Hinds and 
Carreras. . . Besides playing THE THING, James 
(Gunsmoke) Arness had the role of the G-Man 
assigned to track down the antennaed menace 
in THEM! Don Megowan, who portrayed the 
Creature in THE CREATURE WALKS AMONG US, 
also appeared as the hero sheriff in THE WERE- 
WOLF. Incidentally, the original Kevan Black 
Lagoon Creature costume was green with a gap- 
ing red mouth. . . The next thing on the agenda 
is my list of personal choice top 10 screen 
thrills of all time. These may not agree with 
popular favorites, but looking back on my many 
years as a moviegoer (since around 1932-3) | 
know these scenes (NOT entire movies) made 
the most lasting impressions and gave the most 
chills. 

The horribly disfigured mad sculptor (Vincent 
Price) hobbling doggedly after terror-stricken 
Phyllis Kirk in HOUSE OF WAX. 

2. The conscience-maddened doctor's (Henry 
Daniell) hallucination that Cabman Grey's (Boris 
Karloff) corpse had replaced that of the recently 
exhumed woman beside him on the seat of the 
runaway coach, BODY SNATCHERS. 
3. Old Man Moses’ sudden appearance out of 
the depths of the swamp when the boy (Billy 
Lee) came to claim his hound in THE BISCUIT 
EATER. 
4. The Geiger Counter prefaced buildup of ten- 
sion in the frigid Quonset hut prior to the roar- 
ing entry of THE THING. 
5. The horrendous entrance of the gore-spatter- 
ed, hate-maddened, livid visaged, red-eyed Count 
Dracula into the library of his castle where his 
Vampire-bride had dared to attack Jonathan 
Harker. The red eyes and white fans of Chris- 
topher Lee & Valerie Gaunt in THE HORROR OF 
DRACULA are indelibly etched in my memory. 
6. The unmasking of Lon Chaney by Mary Phil- 
bin as he sits at his giant pipe organ deep 
beneath the floors of the Paris Opera House 
in THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA. 
7, When stars are bright, 
On a frosty night, 
Beware thy bane, 
In the rocky lane. 

And John Howard, with his family's ancient 
curse upon him, heaves his werewolf head into 
view above the cliffs edge. A real shocker. 
8. The shuffle of a dragging foot, traces of 
ancient mould, rotten linen wrappings and dust, 
and the suspense-filled revelation that Kharis, 
High Priest of Karnak (Tom Tyler) walked abroad 
once more after a nightmare sleep of over 3000 
years. THE MUMMY’S HAND had nerve-shattering 
suspense right down to the wire. 


9. Ralph Morgan's fiendish expression as he 
walked out of the fog on his willpower syn- 
thesized legs to reveal himself as the mad 
murderer in the creepy NIGHT MONSTER 
10. In the dank burial crypt the grave rob- 
ber holds his lantern high and reads, “Law- 
rence Talbot, Beloved Son of Sir John Talbot, 
A.D. 19XX." Quickly the lid of the vault is re- 
moved and the body revealed. The unwitting 
Pawns lift out the dried weeds that surround 
the body and one exclaims, “Wolfbane!” “Wolf- 
bane?” echoes the other. “Yes,” replies the 
first; and then as if recalling something from 
long past, says: “Even a man who is pure at 
heart, And says his prayers by night, May be- 
come a wolf when the Wolbane blooms, And the 
moon is full and bright.” Shaking themselves 
from their foreboding mood they get on with 
their purpose and remove a rich-looking ring 
from the finger of the body lying on the silken 
cushions. As they examine it by the light of 
their lantern, the low-hanging clouds part and 
thru the barred windows the beams of the full 
autumn moon creep slowly across the tomb. The 
Wolfbane rustles slightly, unheard by the greedy 
ghouls hovering over the lantern until suddenly 
the arm of one is gripped by a ferocious hand 
which slowly and steadily pulls him toward the 
open vault, as he babbles thru fear-trembling 
lips, “It's alive, it’s alive!” and his horrified 
partner runs screaming from the tomb.

Kinc DINOSAUR, in 1954, was his first 
professional effort for national theatrical re- 
lease. “It was a cut above the amateur 
16mm films I started making when I was 
given a camera at the age of 13,” says Bert 
Gordon, who co-produced & directed it, 
“but I now regard it as a prehistoric pro- 
duction in more ways than one. I’ve come 
imaginative movies in the next 50 years in 


a long way from that ‘caveman’ quickie al- 
his unending quest for excellence.

This portion of make-up, already wet with 
glue, would readily stick to his face mask. 
Ryder would put it over his nose & mouth, 
then pick up a modeling stick and pretend 
to be finishing the edges. The T'V eye would 
record this action; then a cutback to the 
first camera and the bit of business with 
the hands: maybe the fingers would be 
carving an eyeball this time. While camera 
No. 2 was busy with the hands, the actor 
would grab another section of the mask— 
and so on until the completed mask was 
on his face. 


make-up take-off 


After he had supposedly worn his Hunch- 
back make-up on stage, the actor (in the 
story) returned to his dressingroom to re. 
move the monster face—only to discover to 
his horror that he couldn’t! Not even the 
surface make-up came off this time. The 
problem was to have the actor wrestle with 
the mask, trying to remove his face, but 
not have any of the make-up come loose as 
that would disastrously spoil the illusion, 
the story, in fact the whole show 

To guard against such a mishap, I spray- 
ed a thick gelatin-like liquid over the mask 
so the actor could then “fight” it. The liquid 
base prevented any smearing of the mask’s 
features. 

The ears were separate little foam latex 
appendages. 

The hands were formed of some pieces I 
had left over (!) from another make-up job 
on a previous show. 

The neck was effected by painting on 
spirit gum, laying absorbent cotton (with 
the fibers running horizontally) on it, and 
pressing it on till the whole gummed area 
was covered. Over the thin layer of cotton 
fiber a surgical adhesive was spread with a 
sponge. The neck was kept stretched till 
the whole thing dried, then the head low- 
ered to normal position and, lo! the neck 
“aged” into a whole mass of realistic 
wrinkles. 

The foregoing technique can also be used 
on the face to give it that “instant century” 
look in case you want to make yourself ap- 
pear anywhere from 100 to 500 years older. 

Last step: powder the area with a make- 
up which has a castor oil base. WARNING: 
the castor oil powder is not to be applied 
internally or you’ll really have a sick green 
face! END
